In other words, right now, so I don t have to catch up with these events like 
syucides and house break-ins and rapes and various things that happened to employees in 
any organisation in a city like Washington, so this was a perfectly routine thing and 
when he heard about these ex-CIA people who had been involved in this burglary he 
called me up and notified me about it.
